There are no search lights on the field. However, there are so-called 
flood lights stored at the field# There are no lights along the runway#

I two tjrpes of aircrafts 

(a^ 20 mete^ long, high-wing monoplanes, 2 jet engines, the engines 
being placed directly adjacent to the fuselage under the wings. At the 
ends of the swept- back wings there was a like instrument. 

(b) This type is much larger than type (a) , about 35 meters long, 
same wing span, 4 engines, jets, under the wings. The engines are directly 
adjacent to the fuselage in the wings. The vdngs of these craft are not 
swept back as sharply as in the (a) craft. The tail assembly is aftimost 
vertical and the elevators are located at the lower end of the rudder.
